He was 
sentenced to 5 years for his part in that conspiracy, 
but the reversal by the Circuit Court of Appeals 
set the conviction aside. 

"Evola is one of the bankers for the organiza¬ 
tion, sponsoring various criminal enterprises, 
usually dealing with narcotics and gambling. He 
advocates the formation of a gambling empire in the 
West Indies. 

"He is cold and calculating and although short 
on formal education his opinions are highly regarded

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"in underworld circles. After his present narcotics 
conviction, Evola sold several legitamate business 
interests in the trucking field. He is unmarried 
and claims that he will always remain a batchelor. 

In his youth he was engaged to a childhood sweet¬ 
heart, but before they could be married the young 
girl died. Evola has never gotten over this loss. 

He claims that he can never love another woman. 

He is unable to father any children due to an injury 
to his reproductive organs. Because of this he 
refuses to become emotionally involved with any one 
woman. He associates with women primarily for the 
purpose of show in front of his friends. Evola 
is extremely sensitive on this matter of sexual 
impotency. He*s not a deviate. He is devoted to 
his aged mother and worships her as if she were a 
"living saint". 

"Evola feels that there should be a tightening 
of the criminal ranks and that some of the old 
methods of rule by force and fear should be brought 
back. He states that too many informers are per¬ 
mitted to live after giving damaging information. 

He holds that examples should be made if they, the 
organization, are to survive. He is of the opinion 
that a group of enforcers, working together, 
similar to Murder Inc., should be organized but 
must be hand picked. 

"Evola is sentimental and tolerant when it comes 
to matters of mothers, wives and children. He 
states that any man who has a family does not belong 
in any criminal activities. He makes a forceful 
effort to discourage criminal ways by the young 
who are married. He claims personal regret for 
his criminal past but feels that it is too late for 
a change at his age. He is somewhat of a hypo¬ 
chondriac and takes extreme care to avoid catching 
ailments from others. He is a fanatic for cleanli¬ 
ness, Evola is sensitive about being bald and 
wears a night cap when sleeping. He has a very 
bad temper when aroused and will kill.

NY T-2 stated that he did not know the identity of 
the slayers of MIKE GRANEELO, but was told that they were 
very perturbed at the conduct of GRANEELO prior to his 
killing and all complained to GIGANTE.

He said that he last saw 
GIGANTE about six months ago in the CopacSbana/v and in the 
past few years has seen him at different night clubs in 
New York City. He said that he has never had any business 
or personal contact with GIGANTE. He added that he had 
heard a rumor about one month previously t o the fa ct that he 
had some business connection with GIGANTE. I I stated that 

this was completely false; that he has never had any business 
operation with GIGANTE; that he has never paid GIGANTE any 
money for any reason; and that he does not owe GIGANTE any 
money. f I advised that he knows GIGANTE by reputation only 

and that he is reported to be a "wise guy" and vicious hoodlum. 
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I I stated that it would be his opinion that 

GIGANTE or any of the averaged "wise guys" would not be 
involved in a bookmaking operation because it is the 
type of operation that can lose money. He stated that 
it was his opinion that "wise guys" did not care topput 
their money in such an operation as there are other 
rackets that do not have the loss potential. He stated 
that he has never heard that GIGANTE had any type of 
bookmaking operation in Yonkers, New York.
